Tuesday night in tho town ha'l. It was at- 
tended by citizens of Eaton, who discussed 
tho case and decided thnC tho mnrduror must 
bo lynched. At a few minutes before S 
o'clock a grand rush was made for the 
county jail and the outside doors quickly 
broken open. Tho loaders were in earnest, 
and ic will but c £ow moments until cliisols 
and slodpes wore at work on r.lio inner iron 
doors. Mussel was finally secured anil prop- 
erly identified. 
He was taken by tho howl- 


ing mob to the court houso yard, thence out 
to the most prominent corner, where the 
electric light tower stands. 


When asked if be had anything to say ho 


claimed to bo innocont of tho charge. At 
ton minutes after S Mussel was strung up CO 
tho electric light. Tho follow died game in 
tho presence of tho whole population and 
hundreds from tho surrounding country who 
had anticipated tho afTuir and came hero by 
privata conveyances. It was a well planned 
and thoroughly executed job, and is in- 
dorsed by tho people generally. Tho excite- 
ment was at fever heat, but has quieted 
down somowhat. Tho body of Mussel was 
turned over to tho undertakers after hang- 
ing about nn hour.

U'ilrou, ot lo-n-a, in his spooch in tho senate 
Tuesday in support of tho conference report 
un tho inter-state commerco bill.crivicisdd se- 
verely tho railroads of tho country for hav- 
ing steadily and unreasonably refused to 
ri)cognl/.o the simplest business demands, and 
for working out linos of action which ex- 
cited tho resentment of almost overy interest 
thoy wero expected to serve. 
The railroad 


system ot the country lind been an intormcd- 
d'ler in almost every department of business, 
had refused to admit that it had boon era- 
ated to servo tho proper purposes and inter- 
ests of society, and had assumed to control 
thoso interests. Tho managers of tho trans- 
portation system, while admitting great de- 
fects in it, had resolutely opposed all olVoi'ts oC 
stato or national governments i.o establish 
reforms. They had tried to find remedies for 
somo of tho-ov'ils all'ectiug tliomsolves, and 
had uniformly failed. They would neither 
keep faith with themselves nor allow tlio 
government, to aid thorn. Tho people, Wilson 
said, demanded somo legislative remedy, and 
it would no: bo wiso to delay lougor somo at- 
tirmntivu response to that demand. 
Tho 


adoption of tlio conference report would af- 
ford Iho country an opportunity to test a 
regulative remedy. 
Tho railroad peoplo 


wanted delay and the public demanded ac- 
tion. Preferring to tho fact that it was not 
unusual for railroads now to charge betwnon. 
intermediate points double tho rato charged 
between terminal points, ho said this great 
wrong was ono of the most forcible causes of 
complaint 
AYhilc it existed there would to 


discontent, and there ought to be. Tho praticc 
was wrong in overy scuso. It proceeded on 
tho theory that it was tho privilege o£ rail- 
road companies to unload on tho helpless in- 
termediate stations, all the losses and bur- 
dens resulting from bad management of the 
all'airs of thu railroad. 
Tho bill recom- 


mended by tho cont'creuco remedied this. It 
was not a harsh, vindictive measure, which 
would work harm to the legitimate interests 
of tlio commerce carriers of the country. 
Wilson said it might bo set down as oue of 
tho things irrevocable that tho public de- 
mand which had induced the reporting of 
tlio present bill would not ciia-so until justice 
was intro'iched iii tho transportation system 
of tho country. 


As an illustration oC the injustice of tho 


pi-wont system, Wilson stated that on tho 
10th of this month corn was soiling in west- 
ern Iowa («-horo it had beon a good crop) at 
20 to 25 cents a bushel, in Cliicago at BO 
cents a bushel, und in southeastern Iowa 
(whore tho crop had been a failure) at -10 to 
•12 cents a bushel, so that western Iowa corn 
was being sold in Chicago ac from 3 to 0 
cents a bushel less than in eastern Iowa. 
Congress, he said, had debated this subject 
for U-':i years; now let it act. 
' 


HOLIDAY RECESS AGREED TO. 


Conprress Ooluj; Homo Tor Two IVeoTss— 


Intor-Stute Commerce Hill I'ostnonod. 
WASHINGTON CITV, Dec. 2±—Communi- 


cations wore laid before the senate Tuesday: 
From tho supervising architect calling for 
more storage room for silver, n.nd tho pur- 
chase of additional ground for tho a:. Paul, 
Minn., public building, anil from tho inte- 
rior department presenting the report of the 
Union Pacific government directors and ask- 
ing legislation. Tho bills making tho charge 
for passports SJ and supplying the public 
printing deficiency wero passed. A bill was 
reported appointing J. B. Angoll, of Jlich- 
igan, to tho board of Smithsonian institute 
regents. 
A resolution was offered by Ingails 


discharging the pensions committee from 
further consideration of tho bill removing 
he limitation from arrears ol! pensions, Ilo 
complained that tho committee did not seem 
iiivorabloto tho bill. Blair said a majority 
o[ the committoo were opposed to tho bill, 
but ho himself favored it. 
Tho resolution 


was laid over. The resolution for a recess 
from Dec. "- to Jan. 4 was agreed to. Cullom 
stated that in deference to tho wishes of a 
number of tho members he would permit tho 
iiitor-stato commerce bill to go over until 
after the holidays, when ho would insist on 
its consideration until disposed of. Wilson of 
Iowa then mado a speech in support of tho 
bill, after which tliosonato heldan executive 
session and adjourned upon tho reopening of 
the dooi-s. 


Tho house found itsel f in a peculiar position 


when it assembled Tuesday. 
Tho speaker 


mado known tho fact that the motion to ad- 
journ Jfondny was dofo.ited instead of being 
carried, and explained that tho mistake was 
mado because of the confusion. Ho held, how- 
ever, that the house had ndjournod, vote or no 
voto. The holiday adjoiirnmontresolutioa was 
reported back from committee and adopted. 
Tho Indian, diplomatic and consular, and 
military appropriation bills wore reported to 
the house and referred to committee of the 
whole. Thu houso refused to consida:- tho 
president's voto of tho pension to S. W. Har- 
den— 101 yeas. 110 nays. Tho committee on 
rentilaiio'ii reported a resolution ordering 
tlmt tho ventilating apparatus bo cieaue.l 
daily, as tho members, in the exercise oE the 
great American right of expectoration, ig- 
nored tho cuspidors and deposited the pro- 
duct of tobacco-chewing and cigar-smoking 
in tho ventilation grates. Adopted. The 
nauy appropriation bill was considered in 
co:muiti«o of tho whole, completed therein, 
and passed by the hous.'. Tho invalid pen- 
sion appropriation was reported, tho senate 
amendments to tho urgency deficiency con- 
curred in, and tho house adjourned. 


Nuw Style of Naturalization. 


•WASHINGTON Crry, Pec. 22.—Senator 


Saulsbury Tuesday introduced a bill provid- 
ing that after any alien shall have resided in 
tho United States for three year.; ho may 
prascnt his petition for admission to citizen- 
ship. This petition shall bo accompanied bj 
t'ne alUdnvit of a citiwn stating that tho pe- 
titioner has lived three years in tlio United 
States and one year within the state in 
which tlie application is mode, and that 
during that time liu has behaved as a man 
of good moral character. Upon tho pre- 
sentation of tho petition, the court shall 
grant n certificate statin'; tlio fuct, where- 
upon tho petitioner shall bj subject to all tho 
duties of citifcfllshifi ami have all the rights 
thereof, except that he shall nut bo entitled to 
a voto until two years !nvc clapwil from 
the issuance ot his certiliii.it•'. Minor chil- 
dren ot foreign-born dtis.'iis shall havo tli6 
rights of citizenship provided they have 
lived throe years within the United States. 
Xo person shall be admitted to citizenship 
who enu not spuak tin; JJngiish language.
